FORDOMATIC REBUILD PART III 


It pays to be particular about the valve body оЁ your old two speed. 
It ain't complicated, but it is critical. It doesn't like dirt, and 
it don't like water. So, don't clean it with anything but WD-40 (or 
the like) and wash it down with transmission fluid when done. 


I'm assuming you've got the trans all cleaned up now, and that you 
have your Wall Street Journals laid on your work area. Plenty of 
'em. 


Turn the transmission upside down, being careful not to bend the 
control levers that protrude from the side of the trans. Your first 
move is to take off the pan. This is an exciting moment in any 
life: the first glance inside an automatic.  Pretend that someday 
you'll dive into a Jaguar 4-speed automatic with impunity, and 
Proceed to the next step. 


The next step is to remove the valve body--the brain of the whole 
thing. This is accomplished by removing the six bolts that hold it 
on. Careful about the link between the valve body and the control-- 
it's a shallow "U" shaped piece, that simply comes undone when the 
valve body is separated from the trans. 


The next step. Best part about 
the next step: it's optional. 
Not a whole lot happens to valve 
bodies. If you car was working 
fairly well, i.e., you had move- 
ment in all of the positions, 

you might want to pass up dis- 
assembly of the valve body. 
However, if your trans has been 
contaminated either by dirt or 
water, valve body cleaning is 
mandatory.  Separating the valve 
body two halves is tricky. You 
must go slow and you must ensure 
that the check valves and balls 
are replaced where they belong. 
Your kit should include one of 
each. In fact, your kit will 
include more of the balls and 
valves than you need. It will 
also include more gaskets than 
you need. Each of the valves 
should be removed from the body 
ONE AT A TIME. Take each one out, 
wipe it down, squirt lots of WD-40 
in the hole, and put it back be- 
fore removing the next one. When 
you assemble the body, tighten 
the bolts slowly and evenly. Wrap 
the whole works in a big freezer 
bag and store it in a safe place. 
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Next month we will disassemble the rest of the subassemblies from 
the trans, and begin rebuilding them. Remember that I have copies 
of the Tech manual section on Fordomatics for a buck and a long 
envelope, just mail them to the editor.
